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To  the  Editor  of  the  Standard : 

Althougii  tlie  Mlowlng  letter  was  not  Intended 
for  publication,  I  have  been  led  to  proffer  It,  partly 
for  its  peculiar  beauty,  but  especially  because  we 
are  passing  to  ignore-  that  stupendous  moral  con- 
flict so  eloquently  designated  by  the  writer. 

Copperheadism  and  venomous  hatred  of  the  col- 
ored race  surviTe,  yet  the  young  do  not  learn  to 
know,  and  their  elders  have,  since  the  war,  been 
dreaming,  themselves  on  to  the  right  sidiot  that  great 
moral  agitation  preceding  the  clash  of  arms  and 
Emandpation,  which  redeemed  us  from  our  dis- 
graceful position  among  nations.

My  Dear  Sir  :~0n  returnmg  from  New  York  I 
find  your  letter,  which  otherwise  would  have  been 
acknowledged  before. 

I  am  very  sensible  of  the  confidence  you  repose  in 
me,  to  invite  me  to  share  your  sympathy  and  rev- 
erence for  such  a  father.  I  never  personally  knew 
him,  but  I  can  imagine  what  he  was,  and  how  he 
stood  amid  his  peers  of  that  famous  old  time,  when 
the  corner  stone  of  anti-slavery  was  being  heaved 
into  its  place  with  such  struggle  and  outcry.  Our 
children  will  never  understand  nor  appreciate  the 
character  of  that  great  epoch,  when  to  be  an  Abo- 
litionist was  to  be  socially  dead  and  buried.  I  do 
not  think  the  minutest  history  will  ever  reproduce 
the  peculiar  feeling  of  those  days. 

The  war  itself  was  not  so  marked  with  moral  con- 
flict and  sacrifice :  and  yon  must  be  very  happy 
that  intimate  converse  with  one  of  the  first  of  those 
old  protesters  has  bequeathed  to  yoti  a  vivid  sense 
of  what  he  had  to  resist  and  overcome, 

I  shall  file  away  the  newspaper  cuttings  which 
you  were  kind  enough  to  send  to  me.
